A white house 
announcement 


said the congressional group was 
being called to the white house

emergency and related matters." 


It added that the president "is 


paiticularly anxious now, as al- 
ways, to continue and strengthen 
the Bi-Partisan approach to these 
matters." 


Indications were piling up that 


the administration was swinging 
to the thought that action in the 
wage-price field must be

without much further delay. 


There were hints that something 


must be done before the week'a 
end. 


The white house said the ques-

To begin with, you must realize i 


that atom-splitting is just another 
way of causing an explosion. While 
an atom bomb holds more death 
and destruction than man ever be- 
fore wrapped in a single package, 
its total power is definitely limit- 
ed. Not even hydrogen bombs could 
blow the earth apart or kill us 
all by mysterious radiation. 


Because the power of all bombs 


is limited, your chances of living 
through an atomic 
attack are 


much better than you may have 
thought. In the city of Hiroshima, 
slightly over half the people who 
were a mile from the atomic ex- 
plosion are still alive. At Nagasaki, 
almost 70 per cent of the people 
a. mile from the bomb lived to tell 
their experiences. Today thousands 
of survivors of these two atomic 
attacks live in new 'houses built 
right v/here their old ones once 
stood. The war may have changed 
their way of life, but they are not 
riddled with cancer. Their children 
are normal. Those who were tem- 
porarily unable to have children be- 
cause of the radiation now are hav- 
ing children again. 


If a modern A-bomb exploded 


without warning in the air over 
your home town tonight, your cal- 
culated chances of living through 
the raid would run something like 
this:

Do not be misled by loose talk 


of imaginary weapons a hundred 
or a thousand times as powerful.

Just like fire bombs and ordin- 


ary high explosives, atomic wea- 
pons cause most of their death and 
damage by blast and heat. So first 
let's iooic at a few things you can 
do to escape these two dangers. 


Even if you have only a second's 


warning, there is one important 
thing you can do to lessen your 
chances of injury by blast: Fall 
flat on your face. 


More than half of all wounds are 


the result of being bodily tossed 
about or being struck by falling 
and flying objects If you lie down | 
flat, 
you are least likely to he 


thrown about. If you have time to 
pick a good spot, there is less 
chance of your being struck by 
flymg'Rlass and other things. 


If you nre inside a building, the 


best place to flatten out 13 against 
the crlldr wall. If you haven't limQ 
to get down there, lie down along 
an inside wall, or cluck under a bed 
or table But don't pick a 
spot 


right opposite the windows or you 
arc almost sure to be pelted with 
shattered glass. 


If caught 
out-of-doors, 
either 


drop down alongside the base of 
a good substantial building—avoid 
flimsy, wooden ones likely to be 


blown over on top of you—or else 
jump In any hand ditch or gut- 
ter. 


When you fall flat to protect 


yourself from a 
bombing, 
don't 


look up to see what Is coming. 
Even during the daylight hours, 
the flash from a bursting A-bornb 
can cause 
several 
moments 
oJ. 


blindness, If you're facing

way. To prevent it, bury your face 
in your arms and hold it there for 
10 or 12 seconds after the explos- 
ion.

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CHRISTMAS DECORATIONS 


Thanks to the Retailers Committee of the Chamber 


of Commerce, the Junior Chamber of Commerce, a group 
rf electrical workers and linemen, plus the whole-hearted 
cooperation of public officials, business men and citizens 
generally, Warren this year is decorated as never before 
for the holiday season. 


It is pleasing to note that the Retailers have a tidy 


surplus for next year, after financing the erection of the 
attractive carnival lights at a dozen street intersections. 


It will surprise many to learn that the lighting project 


involved an expenditure of approximately $1,500, in ad- 
dition to contributions of labor, trucks, etc. Over two doz- 
en members of two electrical unions donated services to 
erect the lights, and have already volunteered similar ser- 
vice when it comes time to take them down. The wire, 
lamps, etc., were supplied by C. Beckley, Inc., at cost; the 
power is prepaid on the basis of 1465 (25w) lamps in use 
six hours a day from November 24 to January first. "The 
Warren Retailer" in its report of the project says: "The 
fact that there is a surplus is definitely due to the donated 
•ervices of the men belonging to Locals 174 and 1124. We 
are indebted to the police department for their services 
in turning the lights on and off at the proper time. There 
are fourteen switches involved, scattered throughout the 
business section." Trucks were furnished, the pamphlet 
fBElinds, by C. Beckley, Inc., Pennsylvania Electric Co., 
and Schaeffer Electric Co. 


In the meantime the Jaycees have been busy repair- 


ing and refurbishing the numerous large displays that have 
excited so many generous compliments the past two years, 
and it will be glad tidings for residents to observe that 
tht huge greeting sign in Crescent Park spells out the 
word "Christmas" instead of the abbreviated form.

LONGEVITY IN UNITED STATES 


Longevity in the United States is close to the best in 


the"world, according to the statisticians of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company. The gains since the beginning 
of the century have been greater in our country than in 
Australia and New Zealand, world leaders with respect 
to 'longevity. 


In 1901-1910, average length of life in the United States 


was about 6 years less than in Australia and 9 years less 
thsn in New Zealand, the statisticians point out. By 
1947, expectation of life for Americans was within three- 
fourths of a year of Australia's and one and three-fourths 
years of New Zealand's. Figures for the United States are 
based on white population for comparability with those 
of the two other countries. 


"The expectation of life at birth in our country increas- 


ed 16 years for males and 18 years for females since 
1901-1910," the statisticians note. "In Australia the cor- 
responding gains were 11 and 12 years, and in New 
Zealand a little over 9 years and 10% years." 


Over-all mortality in the United States is somewhat 


higher than in Australia and New Zealand, but at some 
ages~we do better than they, according to the statisticians. 


. The United States has a lower death rate than Australia 


for a number of the important infectious diseases, including 
the-principal communicable diseases of childhood, tuber- 
culosis, and influenza and pneumonia. 
On the other 


hand, we have a higher death rate from the diseases com- 
mch in middle and later life, such as the heart diseases 
mid cancer, and from accidents. 


NATION LOSES FINE SERVANT 


Few people in the country can imagine how great a 


•train is placed upon a presidential press secretary like 
Charlie Ross, who died at his post just the other day. 


The president, of course, is the prime news source in 


the entire world. When he speaks, it's news everywhere, 
almost automatically. For that reason, he must exercise 
extreme care in what he says either in off-the-cuff com- 
ment in news conferences or in formal statements. 


The press secretary is one of those on whom falls the 


burden of deciding what ought to be said and how; of 
measuring what the effect of particular words will be 
upon the nation and the world. It is an awesome task.

Asian Crisis Creates Need 
For a 'Marshall Plan' There

f—(NEA)—A new Job for the Marshall Plan—in Asia 


—is shaping up as a result of Economic Cooperation Administrator 


William C. Foster's trip through the Far East. 


Originally the Marshall Plan was brought forward to help European 


recovery. That phase is now about to run out. Western Europe has 
not fully reconstructed, but it has recovered remarkably. Its produc- 
tion rates are above prewar. The dollar gap in trade balances is clos- 
ing. The emphasis in Europe has shifted from recovery to rearma- 
ment. And the four-year period for which the Marshall Plan was 
conceived is about over. 


In the meantime there have been equally important changes on the 


other side of the world. At the start of the Marshall Plan, Indonesia 
and French Indo-China could be given aid because they were de- 
pendencies of the Netherlands and France. Indonesia is now an 
independent republic and Indo-China is being given more autonomy 
as the Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia. 


A CHIEF Republican criticism of the Truman administration is that 


it has let Asia go down the Communist drain while trying to save 


Europe. If now the Truman administration comes forward with new 
plans for aid to Asia, it will be calling the Republican bluff. How 
much will they be willing to put up to back their bet on saving Asia? 
At the same time, getting Congressional backing for more aid to Asia 
will improve the chances for completing the Marshall Plan job in 
Europe, «ven if on a reduced schedule. 


First test on this Asian aid program will come when the Truman 


administration sends to Congress a request for a new $250,000,000 aid 
program for the Philippines, An agreement for such aid, under Mar- 
shall Plan administration, has just been concluded in Manila between 
Philippine President Elpidio Quirino and ECA Administrator Foster. 


Main reason was the financial crisis in the Philippines. Since the 


end of the war, the newly-independent •government had run through 
over $1,250,000,000 in U. S. aid. The Philippine economy was headed 
for the rocks. The special report prepared by a Presidential Survey 
mission headed by Daniel W. Bell, Washington banker and former 
Undersecretary of Treasury, recommended another $250.000,000 aid 
over the next five year*. 
VffHEN Mr. Foster told President Quirino that this aid would be 
" forthcoming only under American supervision and direction, the 
Filipino chief started to balk. It was the old stuff. The Filipinos were 
a sovereign people, and supervision would be distasteful. 


Nevertheless Mr. Foster laid it on the line fiat that if the Quinno 


government got any more American aid it would have to be under 
the same terms that Marshall Plan aid was given to Europe. Having 
made this clear, Mr. Foster took off for Korea for another inspection. 
He left R. Allen Griffin, Marshall Plan administrator for the Far East, 
and Vmrent Checchi, Bell mission ECA representative, to work out 
the details. 


When Mr. Foster came back to the Philippines a week later, he sat 


down with President Quirino, Jose Yulio, a big land owner reputedly 
deep in debt to the government, and Finance Secretary Pio Pedrosa. 
Quirino tried to weasel out of requirements that his government must 
increase taxes, enact a minimum wage law, effect other reforms and 
start prosecuting its crooks and grafters. Foster stood firm. 


Apparently on impulse, Quinno picked up a pen and signed. So 


did Foster. Whether the deal is ratified is now up to the U. S. Con- 
gress. If approved, it would seem to put ECA in business in Asia for 
five years.

The Dun Bradstreet wholesale 


food index made its sharpest jump 
this week since late August, rising 
10 cents to $6.77—highest ill more 
than two years. The index repre- 
sents the total wholesale cost of a 
pound each of 31 foods in general 
use. 


Several cuts of pork eased two 


to six cents a pound in competi- 
tive stores across the nation as 
supplies continued liberal. Small 
chickens were unchanged to about 
four cents a pound lower. The 
Upward changes in 
beef 
items 


•were restricted to a few cents a 
pound in most cases. But advances 
in top grade eggs ranged as high 
as eight cents a dozen with de- 
mand reported to be 
unusually 


good. 
. Heavy receipts of lettuce pushed 
prices lower in most markets. Also 
lower-priced in produce depart- 
ments: Apples, carrots, pascal cel- 
ery, eggplant, 
western 
grapes, 


•weet potatoes, tomatoes and most 
citrus fruts. 


Cold weather in some important 


winter crop areas of Florida and 
other states damaged a few vege- 
tables like beans and caused price 
rises In far-distant markets. New 
cabbage, broccoli, Brussels sprouts, 
cauliflower, onions, peas and sum- 
mer-type squash all were a little 
higher.
